livered by him to said Turley, in case the 
watch proved not to be a silver watch, and in 
case it was ascertained that tho watch was 
silver, to be delivered to Rosenburg. After 
the bet was made and before Mabee had de- 
livered it, Rosenberg repudiated and gave 
notice to Mabee before he had given up the 
watches and money to Turley. and also claim- 
ed that he had won the wager, 
Defendant agreed with plaintiff, that ifhe 
would give him up the money and watches 
he would indemnify him against all dama- 
ges, stating that he wanted tomake Rosen- 
burg sweat awhile; ho would then make 
him, Rosenborg, treat and give him up the 
watches. After getting monoy and watches 
defendant seems to have forgotten his pro- 
mise, Rosenberg sued the plaintiff in the 
Court, and recovered verdict for $200 
ts of sult, Plaintiff defended the ac- 
tion in the Connty Court at defendant's re- 
quest, and incurred considerable expense, 
and this gotion was brought to recover the 
amount of jadgment obtained against plaintiff 
and the costs he had been put to. Hon. L, 
Wallbridge, Q and R. P. Jellett forthe 
plaintiff; J. Bell, QC. and T. Holden for 
defendant.

We have two Returns before us respect- 
ing Brewing and Distillingin the late 
Province of Upper Cunada from 1860 to 
the present time, The Returns are made 
in accordance with the resolution of this 
Commons bearing date the 25th November, 
1867. The first comprises a return of the 
quantity of Beer, Portér, and Ale manufac- 
tured, the quantity of grain used in such 
manufacture, and the amount of duty paid 
tothe Government. It appears from this 
Return that in the County of Hastings, in 
1860, there were 8248 bushels of grain 
used in the manufacture of Beer, Ale and 
Porter, which made 76,884 gallons, and 
realized a revenue of $/63 84to the Gov- 
ernment. In 1861 the Return shows 8689

Va- 
rious methods have been tried, all of which 
haye been more or less defective, and while 
gold to a greater or less extent has been 
produced by the different processes, as yet 
these processes are merely experimental, 
and none have been really successtul. It 
has been fel. by every scientific miner, that 
no process yet tried has given the real yalue 
of our ores. Ore, which by careful assays 
has yielded say $200 to the ton, by the 
Crushers has produced but from $6 to $20; 
and this fact clearly shows that the amal- 
gamating processes of the Mills are defec- 
tive. ‘The Richardson Mine Crushing Mill, 
which was erected at a cost of $20,000, was 
found, after working a week or two, to be 
faulty in its separating process, and this 
part of the machinery is now undergoing 
a thorough change and an entirely new 
process will be substituted. It was found 
after repeated and most careful tests that 
the ores of the Richardson mine required 
similar treatment to tut of the Colorado 
ores and those of Brazil, and it is expected 
that the new works connected with this mine 
will be in operation the first week in April. 
When these facts are taken into considera 

tion, it willnot be “considered singular” 
that nothing is heard from the Richardson 
Mine. The same may be said of the works 
of the Hon. Billa Flint. There the amal- 
gamating process was entirely different, 
bat after repeated experiments,it was found 
defective, and another system is to be tried, 
Mr. Wyckoff, who has leased the Reduction 
Works of Daniels, Scott and Taylor. has 
connected with those works the “ Wycoff 
process,” which many scientific miners be- 
Hievo is the best yet tested.

While the 
London Spectator states a3 a matter of 
principle that the “whole Dominion might 
“ go, if 1t chose to notify such « desire ina

* a most valuable colony,” it says, “without 
“the compensation of freedom from dangers 
“in America; to give up the house-key, 
“yet not be rid of the hall; to surrender

“be an intolerable position.” Becoming 
more emphatic, it says, ‘ Nova Scotia is 
“probably the only Saxon colony which 
“Great Britain, if pushed to extremity,

“land, it adds, * could not submit to alter 
“an imperial policy under provincial men— 
“aces, nor could she consent to let Nova

strong declaration; * We are not going to 
‘repeal-Imperial laws of the highest im- 
portance under orders from Halifax.”

“give it to him Kehoe, or we will give it to 
you.” The clinch was between Kehoe and 
Sullivan ; saw Kehoe and Quinn come ina 
minute or two before and a crowd of five or 
six accompanied them; they acted 
as if they were half drunk ; cannot 
tell the names of those who came in ; heard 
the name of Holmes mentioned, but not until 
after the row was over ; recognize the prisou- 
er Holmes as being one of thoao present. 
When Kehoe and Saillivan clinched they 
came up against the bar; Kehoo had Sulli- 
van by the hair; heard some persons in the 
crowd say Kehoe give it to him, or we will 
give it toyou; when they came up near 
the stove I was afraid they wonld throw it 
over and I shoved them aside, telling them 
they must not fight ; they then shoved against 
the window and as soon as they got righted 
shoved again in the passage; Sullivan was 
going backwards ; there was a perfect jam ;

The House yesterday was principally oc- 
cupled in the discussion of the Militia Bill, 
introduced by the Minister of Militia. In 
introducing the Bill, Mr. Cartier explained 
the provisions of the Bill, which we will 
give more in detail next week, The Bill 
divides tho strength of the Militia into active 
and reserved forces. The whole militia force 
of the Dominion is to be composed of all the 
male inhabitants from eighteen to sixty years 
of age who are to be divided into four classes. 
The first class to bé called upon to serve will 
be composed—proyided the bill passes in its 
present shape—of those between the age of 18 
and 80 years, unmarried or widowers without 
children ; the second class those between 30 
and 45, also unmarried or widowers without 
children; the third class, married men or 
widowers with children, between the ages of 
18 and 60; and the fourth class will be

Aerial Navigation.

During the last few months 
however seyeral eminent people in Britain 
have been engaged in an earnest investiga— 
tion of the subject, and have been making 
great efforts to bring the matter toa 

ractical test. Mr. Kaufman, of Glasgow, 
has constructed a model of an aerial motive 
machine, the actual dimensions ot which

Death of Mike Murphy. 


Itisa very singular circumstance that 
on the yery day that Mr, McGee was mar 
tyred for his adherence to law, order and 
country, Mike Murphy, of Toronto, the 
father of Fenianain Canada, should have 
been on his death-bed, an exile, at Buffulo, 
Tt will be recollected that he and some 
companions were arrested on the Grand 
Trunk Railway, on their way to Lower 
Canada, to assist the Fenian movements. 
They were found armed with weapons, and 
plenty of proof was at hand to conyict 
them.of treasonable conspiracy, rapine and 
plunder. They were committed to Corn- 
wall jail, but after lying there somo time 
eventually escaped by digging a hole under 
the wall, ond making for the river, got 
into a bont that was waiting and gained 
the American shore, For some time after 
he arrived in Buffalo he attained a little 
notoriety, but at last fell into that deapicablo 
obscurity that befalls those who conspire 
to betray their country’s cause, Latterly 
he kept a little groggery, and died at 28 
Exchange street, on Monday night, Thus, 
one Irishman clinging to the fortunes of 
his adopted Jand, dicd n martyr to ita 
cause ; and a nation’s tears bedew the spot 
on which his mangled remaina tell; the 
other secking to introduce a horde of for. 
eign outlaws to overthrow the Government 
and carry weeping and wailing to tho 
hearth-stones of our land, dics almost un- 
known, despised ond uncared for, in an 
obscure lodging among strangers.

State of the Militia, 


We have received the Report of the 
Adjutant-Generalon tho state of tho Mili- 
tia, for the year 1807, It is a blue book 
comprising nearly two hundred pages, the 
introductory portion of which contains a 
good deal of valuable information respect- 
ing the equipment and general efficiency of 
the volunteer force. . From it we will con- 
dense some of the most important facts. It 
appears that since the spring of 1866 the 
volunteer force of Ontario and Quebec has 
increased from 848 companics, with a 


Toronto, And since the formation otf the 
Schools, in 1864, the total number of certifi 
cates granted, up to Dec. B1st, 1867, was 
$,601—972 being first class and 2,628 
second class. These Schools haye been 
supplemented by the temporary formation 
of two Schools of Gunnery, one at Montreal 
and the other at Toronto, and a Cavalry 
School in the latter city, and the Adjutant 
General thinks these will have afforded 
candidates for commissions in those 
branches of the force every facility to acquire 
a knowledge of the respective dutics con- 
nected therewith. With respect to Rifle 
Matches, it appears that during the year 
there were 2,080 competitors in the Pro- 


nominal strength of 19,697 men, to 569 
companies with a nominal strength of. 33,- 
754 men. In the preceding year great 
inconyenienee bad been experienced from 
the isolation of companies, and by per- 
mission of the Commander-in-Chief the 
Adjutant-General formed these companies 
into permanent battalions, In referring to 
the weak points which are inherent in an 
erganization which is neither altogether 
civil nor Tee Ees military, that which is 
most opposed to its success, 18 the feeling 
entertained by the men that their military 
service subjects them toa burthen of ex- 
pense and inconyenience, which {is not 
shared by other classes of the community, 
A volunteer contributes in the same pro- 
portion with those other classes towards 
the expense of the military: establishments 
ot the country, but he gives his personal 
service in addition. Itiesan axiom which 
few will dispute, that all citizens should 
contribute equally in proportion to their 
powers, towards the burthens imposed for 
the defence of their country, and those 
who do not contribute their personal ser- 
vice should be forced to compensate for 
their exemption by a money payment. To 


vince of Quobec for 236 prizes amounting 
in Yalue to $2,055; and in the Province ot 
Ontario 4,875 competitors for 846 prizes 
aniounting in value to $8,366.25. The 
Adjutant General says: In the Province 
of Ontario, the 1st Brigade Division, Lieut- 
Col Jackson’s, has the honor of precedence, 
liaving fornished no less than 1,237 com- 
petitors, and distributed $1,723.25 in prizes, 
or somewhat more than one-half of the 
whole, a8 above reported.” Reference is 
also made to drill sheds, of which it appears 
that there bave already been built, or in 
process of construction, in Ontario and 
Quebec, one Hundred and seven. After 
referring to the arrangement for grouping 
the force into field brigades or moveable 
columns, the Adjutant-General remarks 
respecting the plans of the Fenians to 
invade our territory: “The adoption of 
these measures enables Canadians to laugh 
at the grandiloquent plans of the Fenians 
for the invasion of their territory. One or 
more of the fleld brigades aboye described 
could be assembled with certainty at any 
point threatened by an enemy having any 
pretence to military organization before 
that euemy could reach the same point, 
and supposing the Fenians to be able to 
bring up to any point on the frontier 5,000

eral suggests that cither a general tax pro- 
portioned to property must be imposed on 
all not actually serving, supposing the 
service to be compulsory ; or, in case where 
the ‘service is voluntary enlistment, the 
rate of pay awarded to the Militia man 
must be a real compensation for the loss of 
time entailed on him by his military duties. 

Amongst other weak points in the vol- 
unteer system the Adjutant General refers 
to the absence of peas power for enforc- 
ing disctpline and obedience to orders, He 
says the men takea pride in turning out 
on parade smart and clean and soldier-like, 
so far/as regards the outward appearance; 
butit is too often the cese that their rifles’ 
are so foul within that they cannot be‘fred. 
And to illustrate thisa quotation is‘given 
from the report of Colonel Wousatry on. 
the Camp at Thorold, who says: “Iregret 
tosaythata large portion of the arms 
would not go off, for although clean out- 
side, the nipples of many were clogged 
with dirt. Upon this point the Adjutant 
General remarks “ Yer it is upon the 
serviceable condition of his weapon 
at any moment that the value of a volunteer 
depends. Unless it is kept constantly in 
a state for immediate use the volunteer is 
only a sham soldier, and his external trap- 
pings are but an useless expense to the 
country.” As the Captains of the various 
Companies are the proper custodians of 
military property and responsible for its 
condition, it is suggested that “safe and 
proper storage should be provided by the 
publio,” and further, “that a yearly contin- 
port allowance, as in the regular service, 

paid to each Captain of a Company, to 
cover losses; in return for which he may 
equitably be required to make good all loss 
or damage to the arms and stores which 
have been issued to his Company, except 
such as may have arisen from fair wear and 
tear, or unavoidable accident.” And in 
order that a battalion should be made effi- 
cient; itis further urged that ‘it should 
be provided with an Adjutant and Ser- 
geant-Major, wlio should give up their 
whole time to their military duties; and 
the rate of pay awarded them should be 
such as to offer some inducement to the 
young men of intelligence and social posi- 
tion to qualify themselves for those posts. 
It is a delusion to imagine that an efficient 
military forcecan be kept up without a 
properly paid Government Staff, and the 
attempt to do so can only lead to an 
unprofitable expenditure of the public 
money.” 

Reference is made to the injury the arms 
sustained in many localities by being kept 
in damp places. ‘This is notably the case 
in Montreal and Toronto. But says the 
report, ‘of all places in Quebec and On- 
taro, Montreal, which on account of its 
importance and of the number of battalions 
it pominally sopRortel should furnish the 
best storage for the arms and stores which 
have been issued to the force, in reality 
supplies the worst. ‘There 18 positively no 
sate storage in Montreal for arms and 
equipment, and the country has suffered 
great loss from this circumstance. The 
loss of clothing and accoutrements have 
been enormous; and the city battalions 
have, for the most part, received far more 
than their proper allowance on the ground 
that the deficiencies, as represented by tho 
officers in command, haye been occasioned 
by the insecurity of the storage. Many of 
these deficiencies were reported to haye 
arisen from deliberate robbery.” 

Tho Adjutant General noxt gives a brief 
history of the events following the Fenian 
raid in June, and the threatened raid in 
August 1866, and the preparation made to 
meet it ; a3 also the action of the Depart- 
ment on the apprehension of further hos- 
tile intentions in 1867, 

The Adjutant General has the satisfaction 
to report that 80,000 Snider Rifles are now 
in the hands of the volunteers of Ontario 
and Quebec, During the past year the 
whole of the yolunteer :ofantry corps have 
been completed in the articles of haver- 
sacks, water bottles, and great-coats straps 
}na a sustibtute for knapsacks, Reserve 

stores of these articles, as well as of boots, 
knapsacks, and ammunition were formed 
at the headquarters of the different dis- 
tricts, The field batterica havo each receiy- 
ed a complete new equipment in guns, 
carriages, harness and atores—and each is 
now supplied with three nine pounder 
guns with one twenty-four pounder howit- 
zer, Most of the cayalry troops have buen 
armed with the Spencer repeating rifle, and 
havo received thirty-five sot of saddlery por 
troop. 

To secure the efliciency of the Garrison 
Artillery, which is characterizod in the 
report as a “ fino force” itis recomménded 
that cach corps sball be supplied with at 
lenat two cighteen-pounder guna 5 and that 
one Deputy aod one Assistant Adjutant 
General of Artillery should bo appointed, 
“who shall have obtained the rank of 
Lioutenant Colonel in the Royal Artillory, 
and will thereby bring to the service of the 
country that had knowledge ot all the 
details of Artillery science which none but 
an educated Artillery officer can possess,”

Gold Mining in Nova Scotia. 


There was a saying among miners, which 
experience bas proved to be pretty correct, 


mines, sometimes, and gold seldom, and 
this in the face of"the fact that~a gold 
mine can be deyéloped, or alluvial diggings 
worked at a much less cost. than either of 
the others ; for till such time asa quartz 
mine has attained.a considerable depth, 
three men with the simplest tools and ap- 
paratus can work it with advantage, the 
spade, the crowbar and jumper, a little 
powder a windlass and,tub, are all that is 
requisite. For alluvial diggings, a pick, 
spade and rocker, or even a pan, supply all 
requirements. [n either case these are 
within the means of respectable members 
of the labouring class, who in eyerycauntry 
have been the most successful pioneers, and 
have opened to science and capital many 
rich fields, which, without their aid, would 
hove yet rem: sumdicowrerctt.—— (SIX 
years’ experience has certinly this to bé a 
fact in Nova Scotia, but it has also proved 
that mining as a business is successful just 
in proportion to the capital invested in 
practical operations, and that expensive ma- 
chinery is required when the mine has 
reached a certain depth, and that alluyions 
cannot be worked to any extent without 
costly hydraulic works. Therefore, the 
labouring miner has found it to be to bis 
advantage, either to be a pioncer, or to 
work under capitalists at fixed wages. 

As we have already said, gold mining has 
been carried on in Nova Scotia for six years, 
All the gold fields are the property of the 
Government, and have been surveyed and 
laid off into areas by it, The Government 
has also built excellent roads to some loca- 
tions, where none formerly existed, These

| Hunts About Spring. 


YRUNING, 

In the generality of orchards the very 
important process of pruning iatoo much 
noglected, tho trees being permitted to 
follow their own inclination in the forma 
tion of a head; this should not be ao, for 
the productiveness ofthe tree, and tho 
size and quality of the frutte depend in a 
front modsuro On the jidiclous romoval of 
| ueclosa wood, and encouragement of tho 
growth of those shoots or branches which 
| stand in their proper places, An unpruned 
troo gondrally forma a thick, bnehy 
apd produce oither profisions of nnfruitful 
blossoms or a large amount of fruit of infer 
ior tm #izo and quality, There js generally | 
| more time for pruning in winter or carly 
jn spring than in sammer or autumn, and 
thore is a better opportunity ofseeing tho 
branckes when the leaves ore off, than 
whon they are coyered with folingo. 

THE BRUIT OARDEN—THE GRAPE VINE, 

Grapes which baye been covered during 
the winter should not be uncovered too 
hastily in the spring ; it is better to wait 
until all danger from severe frost is over 
than to expose them tothealternate freez- 
ing and thawing which takes place in early 
spring. Accordingly as the culture of the 
grape is becoming extonded, fresh facts in 
connection with ita management are being 
widely disseminated thorugh the medium 
of horticultural societies, grape-growers’ 
conventions, &c,, and the reports of their 
proceedings in the agricultural and horti 
cultural papers, Trenching the soil to a 
considerable depth has been abandoned, 
and even the selection of eleyated sites. for 
vineyards has been discontinued in many 
places, especially in Missouri, where rich 
prairie lands are found to yield heavier 
crops. 


RASPDRRRIES 
Tender varieties; which have been pro- 
tected by a covering ofsome kind during 
the winter, should be uncovered before 
vegetation commences. If new beds or 
plantations are to be made, the sooner the 
plants are set out the better, for after vege 
tation has commenced. it will not be easy 
to remove them without breaking the 
shoota. The plants should not be set deep 
in the soil, for the young shoots are some- 
times prevented from reaching the surface. 
As to varieties, Brinkle’s Orange is a very 
fine fruit, but thecaneis tender, and the 
berries do not bear carriage well. The 
Yellow and Red Antwrept, Franconia and 
Philadelphia raspberries, are valuable, and 
should be found in every well-assorted gar- 
den. 
THE STRAWBERRY, 

As soon as the weather becomes soft, the 
coyering should. be raked off strawberry 
beds, and preparations made -for supply- 
jog any deficiencies in the beds that may 
have occurred by the water-killing of the 
plants, When set out late in the fall, the 
plants‘are liable to be killed by the frost 
in winter, and on this account the fa)l 
planted beds should be examined in spring 
and all gaps filled up. Of varieties, the 
Wilson's Albany is generally preferred for 


market, but Hovey’s Seedling, Jucunda, 
Boston Pine, Triomphe de Gani, &c,, 
superior to itin flavor, and are more de- 
sirable for amateur culture. 


VEGETABLE GARDEN. 
As soon as the frost is out of the ground 


preparation should be made for getting in 
early vegetables. Parsnips, peas and beans, 
radishes, lettuce, onions, salsify, &c., should 
be put in assodn asthe soil and weather

Outting Down Expenses. 


The third Report of the Select Standing 
Committee on Contingencies has just been 
made and published, The reductions con- 
templated amount to almost $30,000, Six of 
the permanent clerks of the House are tu be 
dispensed with; there will be one French 
translator less; number of extra clerks not 
to exceed 10; messengers 40; night watch- 
men 2; charwomen during session 20, during 
recess ten, ‘The departments of routine and 
that ot printing to form but one depart 
met; andthe Senate is requested to con- 
sent that the analagous offices in their House 
shall, with those in the House of Commons, 
constitute a joint department, to be com- 
posed of one chief clerk, one janior clerk, 
one workman, and two messengers to be 
appointed by the proper authorities in both 
Houses. Other departments are consolida- 
ted so that a less number of officers are 
needed to perform the duties. The Post 
office is under the management of the Post 
Master, Deputy and one of the permanent 
messengers. There is to be no clerk in the 
reading room, but two messengers and one 
laborer in the joynt department of routine 
and printing ; one messenger in the library, 
and no messenger attached to the office of 
the speakers’ secretary orto that of the 
assistant clerk of the House. The salaries 
of officers and clerks who receiyed oyer $800 
per annum, to be reduced 12} per cent, but 
no such salary ta be less than $800 per 
annum. Noextraallowance for any service 
whatever will be granted to any permanent 
Officer, clerk or emplayee of the house in 
addition to his annual salary, with the 
exception of Mr, Speakers’ secretary, to 
whom Mr, Speaker may grant $400 per 
session for his special services. The salar 
ies Of permanent messengers who now 
receive Irom $850 to $900 per annum to be 
fixed at $600 per annum, with the excep- 
tion of the Speakers’ messenger, and the 
head door keeper who are to receive $700 
per annum, and of the fourth messenger in 
the messengers’ room who ig to receive 
$500 per annum. The salaries of ecssioval 
messengers to be $2 per day; pages $1,560 
per day; night watchmen $400 per annum ; 
new messengers, who may fill 8 vacancy 
among the permanent messengers $400 
perannum. In the future distribution of 
the patronage itis recommended that due 
regard be had to the claims ofeach of the 
three great divisions ot Canada, viz., the 
Maritime Provinces, Quebec and Ontario. 
The stationery supplies to exch member of 
the Commons as well as at their residences 
is not to exceed in cost the eum of $19 for 
each session. The same allowance of 
stationery isto be made under the order of 
Mr. Speaker to the short hand reporters ot 
the debates in Parliament, or to euch news 
paper correspondent reporting the proceed 
jogs of Parliament and recoguized by Mr. 
Speaker, The salary of the lead messen. 
gersisto be $1000 per aunum. - These 
recommendations are to take effect on the 
Ist July next, 

A recapitulation of the recommendations. 
gives the followiug reductions on salaries of 
officers and clerks $7,837,50, salaries of six 
clerks discharged $4,800, salaries of six 
extra clerks discharged, $2,160, reduction 
on salaries of messengera $6,743, salaries of 
21 messengera discharged, $3,780, ealary of 
watchman discharged, $425, reduction on 
stationery of members, §4,105; the total 
reduction, $29,867,50.

Assassination of Mr, McGee, 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 


Thu following particulars respecting Wha- 
lon are taken from the Leader's despatch : 

John McGee, a young step-brother of the 
deceased, urrived here on Wednesday. Inthe 
afternoon he visited the jail, and on being 
admitted to Whielan’s presence the latter 
sald, ‘' You are Mr. John McGoo,” Mr.McGeo 
recognizing him said, ‘‘ We have met before,” 
to which Whalen rejoined, “Yes, at your 
brother's residence in Montreal.”
